Fifty plants of one variety at 100 rates; 500 at 1,000. One dozen by mail. 
Postage paid on Strawberries, Currants and Gooseberries. Add 20 cents 
per dozen by mail. 


Straywsberries. 


Plants marked (P, are Pistilate and have no pollen; they must have 
some Staminate marked \(S) planted near them for fertilization. Pistilate 
varieties yield more than Staminate if well fertilized. We should 
plant two rows Pistilate and one or two rows Staminate for best results, or 
better still for garden purposes, mix all Pistilate and Staminate. varieties 
together before planting. This will insure thorough fertilization and will 
give best results. 

Number of Piants to the Acre. 

To find the number of plants to the acre, divide the number of feet in 
an acre (43,560) by the number each plant occupies. Thus if plants set 2x3 
feet equals 6 feet, and 6 feet divides (43,560) 7,260; or 3x4 equals 12 feet, di- 
vides (43,560) 3,620 is the number required.

Itis by 
far the largest berry in my nursery, and I have many varieties that I make 
no mention of here. I have never had enough plants tosupply the demand 
of this variety heretofore, and in all pee will not the coming season.

Seedlings. 

For several years I have been raising gooseberries from the seed of na- 
tive varieties for the purpose of getting American berries that will equal 
foreign varieties in size of fruit but retain the hardy and vigorous qualities 
of the native plant. Below I give a description of some of the most prom- 
ising: 
No. 1.—Long, green, smooth. This was found growing in my garden 
and is supposed to be a cross between Smith's improved and a wild busk 
growing near by. Size and color of whiteworth. 

No 2.—Round, oval, light green, transparent. Skin thin, pulp rich, juicy, 
excellent. This is without exception by far the sweetest and finest flavored 
gooseberry I ever tasted. Size medium. 

No. 5.—Long, light yellow, almost transparent. Ripens very early. 
Fine and large. 

No. 6.—Slightly obovate, large bright red, smooth. One of the largest 
and latest to ripen. 

No. 7—Round, or very slightly oblong, smooth, slender stem, very dark 
brown to purplish brown, meaty with pulp of excellent fiavor. Large. 
Each of above 30c, dozen $3.00.
